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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1,3-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hayes US 6,781 ,51 8. 

Considering claim 1 , Hayes discloses a method of programming a remote control device 
comprising a) a device of a combination type providing a combination of functionalities 
equivalent to that provided by a further combination of respective further devices with 
respective features (see col 5, lines 20-35); b) the device including an interface for 
receiving a control signal to access the combination of functionalities, wherein the 
combination functionalities determine possible operational states of the device (see col 
2, lines 47-58); c) providing input data for a configuration process for generating 
program code enabling a control system to determine a control signal controlling a 
transition between relevant ones of possible states (see col 2, lines 12-21); d) input data 
is assembled by a data processing system in accordance with information defining the 
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further combination of the respective further device with a respective feature received 
through an interface the data processing system (see col 2, lines 22-34). 

Considering claim 3, Hayes discloses the limitation of this claim (see col 2, lines 12-21). 

Considering claim 4, Hayes discloses the limitation of this claim (see col 5, lines 20-35). 

Considering claims 5-7 Hayes discloses the limitations of these claims (see col 6, lines 
1-5). 

Considering claim 8, Hayes discloses the limitation of this claim (see col 4, lines 54-59 
and col 6, lines 31-35). 

Considering claim 9, Hayes discloses the limitation of this claim (see col 5, lines 20-35). 

Considering claims 1 0, 1 2 Hayes discloses the limitation of these claims (see col 1 1 , 
lines 14-26 and figs 1a and 1b). 

Considering claim 1 1 , Hayes discloses the limitations of this claim (see col 2, lines 1 2- 
21, col 5, lines 20-35, col 6, lines 17-40 and col 9, line 65 to col 10, line 16). 
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Considering claim 13, Hayes discloses the limitation of this claim (see col 10, lines 1- 
16). 

Considering claim 1 4, Hayes discloses the limitations of this claim (see col 1 0, lines 1 - 
16 and col 10, lines 25-33).

3. Claims 2, is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
